Japanese guard of over twenty battal­ 
ions made thirteen attacks the night 
of March 3 and the morning of March 
4, storming the redoubts most furious­ 
ly. 
All ground 
in front of

doubts was fairly strewn with heaps of 
Japanese corpses. 


Artillery in Heavy Duel. 
The Japanese and Russian artillery 
are engaged in the heaviest duel of 
the war. 
Russian mortars art1 fired at 
the 
Shakhe 
bridge 
and 
Japanese 
eleven-inch guns are in full play, but 
the Russian fortifications, 
on which 
the Russians had 
been working all 
winter, offer 
a fairly 
secure protec­ 
tion for their defenders. 
There is little news of General Ku­ 
ropatkin’s operations on the extreme 
east 
of the line. 
The Russians are 
holding their 
ground and 
even ad­ 
vancing, but it is reported that a Japa­ 
nese cavalry 
division with 
twelve 
quick lire guns is sweeping far to the 
eastward on a rapid 
turning move­ 
ment. 
The carnage at the center and on 
both flanks has been enormous. 
The 
Japanese at many places simply threw 
away their lives, beating against the 
Russians’ powerful fortifications in at­ 
tacks which, in the center, apparently 
were intended chiefly as a demonstra­ 
tion to cover the driving home of Gen­ 
eral Nogi’s blown 
It is believed now 
that the operation to the eastward was 
in part in the nature of a feint, with 
the 
design 
to draw 
reinforcements 
thither. 
If this was the design it was 
successful, General 
Kuropatkln hav­ 
ing sent the first corps to the assist­ 
ance of General Linevitch. 
As the result of the week’s opera­ 
tions the Russian right is bent sharp­ 
ly backward Instead of paralleling the 
Shakhe river, and now runs northwest 
and southeast, 
passing eight 
miles 
from Mukden, covering and crossing 
the Sinmintin road. 
The Port Arthur veterans advanced 
to the attack shouting in Russian: 
“Out of the w-ay, for us; we are from 
Port Arthur.” 
They offered their lives 
with the same fanatical bravery and 
were as unshaken by heavy losses as 
at the siege of Port Arthur.

Petersburg, March fi.—The fate 
iff General Kuropatkin and his army 
i%jw htuigfe in the balance, depending 
on the result of the fighting almost in 
tbe outskirts of Mukden. 
According 
to latest reports the lighting went well 
for the Russians, who beat back the ¡ 
wave 
that threatened 
to roll 
over 
Mukden as it had over the fortifica­ 
tions ot Port Arthur; but 
nothing is 
known as to what is going on beyond 
the line of breakers, whether part of 
General Nogi’s force is in full career 
■’or Tie pass or whether the Japanese 
have slaked all in a cast against Muk­ 
den. The imminence of the peril on 
the west wing has withdrawn atten­ 
tion from the operations on tin* center 
and left, where the fighting has been 
extremely heavy, and on the left es­ 
pecially where the Japanese gains are 
sufficiently great 
to cause apprehen­ 
sion to themselves. 
Military critics here point out that 
the Japanese have put themselves in 
a critical position by the extreme ex­ 
tension 
of their lines, laying 
them­ 
selves open as they did at Liaoyang to 
the 
possibility of 
a most 
effective 
counter stroke and probable defeat if 
General Kuropatkin should be able to 
launch a column against a weak link 
In the chain. 
In other respects the situation also 
resembles that at Liaoyang, the Japa­ 
nese making a costly “demonstration,” 
to hold the Russians in their fortifica­ 
tions on the center and throwing away 
the lives of thousands in order to give 
the flanking force 
an opportunity to 
administer a telling blow. 


Awful Carnage of Battle. 
A 
feature of 
all accounts 
of the 
fighting reaching St. Petersburg is the 
emphasis laid on the awful carnage. 
There is reference after reference to 
dead piled high on 
the ground over 
which an attack was delivered, strew­ 
ing breastworks, almost hiding abatis 
from sight and even being used by the 
Japanese to construct hasty entrench­ 
ments. 
The Russian losses on both 
flanks are conceded to be enormous, 
but it is claimed that defenders of the 
center suffered comparatively little by 
the Japanese bombardment and beat­ 
ing off the Japanese attack. 
The attacks 
delivered by 
General 
Nogi’s 
soldiers were 
marvelous in 
view of the forced marches which they 
made for six days, recalling the rec­ 
ords 
of Stonewall 
Jackson’s

cavalry.”

To the student of historic research no 
better opportunity could be offered to 
learn something of the life of one of the 
greatest characters in the history of 
Ireland and her great struggle for free 
tlom than on an event like that of S a t­ 
urday night when some three h u n d r e d 
patriotic Irish folk gathered in t olutn 
bian hall to do honor to Robert Em m ett, 
statesman, patriot and martyr, the day 
being the anniversary of the b irth of 
this conspicuous tigure in the history of 
Ireland, 
Under the auspices of Division No. 1, 
A. O. of H„ an excellent program had 
been prepared in memory of Emmett 
and especially enthusiastically received 
were the addressee given during the 
evening by President Jam es J. Nolan, 
Mayor 
O'Brien, I lev, 
D. W, Lynch, 
Editor Coughlan, of Perhatn and J. J. 
Regan, state president of the A. O. H. 
The address given by the latter was es­ 
pecially enjoyed, ccontaining as it did 
some of the m inutest facts relative to 
the life of Robert E m m ett and the 
status of the struggle of suffering Ire­ 
land at the period when this young man 
devoted every energy and finally gave 
up his life blood for the sako of his 
country. The speaker waxed eloquent 
under the fire 
of patriotism which 
aroused everyone present to a sense of 
duty toward a suffering people. 
President Nolan, of the local division 
presided over the deliberations of the 
evening, and paid a glowing tribute in 
his opening remarks to the man whose 
memory was being commemorated.

Hibernians a worthy institution and 
dw .lt on the importance of all the mem­ 
bers to live up to its teachings, for in so 
doing he claimed all men would become 
better citizens. 
He also paid a tribute 
to the ladies' auxiliary. The Hibernian 
order, he claimed, had done more for the 
Irish people than any other in the 
United States. 
An especially beautiful tribut** paid to 
Robert E m m ett was the one by Rev. D. 
W. Cynch, the beloved pastor of St. 
Francis’ church. 
He argued th at it 
was b u t just and meet th at the Irish 
race should pry tribute to a man who 
laid down his life for liberty. 
By their 
presence at such a gathering the people 
showded th at they appreciated 
the 
sacrifice made, and although Ireland 
claimed the proud distinction of being 
the birthplace of this great statesm an 
his memory is revered not alone by the 
people of Ireland but..-by the whole 
world, by men everywhere who love 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 
Joseph Murphy added to the en th u ­ 
siasm and patriotic spirit of the occa 
sion by singing, “Come Back to E rin 
and he was obliged to respond to an en­ 
core.

Washington. 
March 
6.—President 
Roosevelt passed the first Sunday after 
his inauguration quietly at the W hite 
House. 
Surrounded by the mem bers 
of his family and his house guests, he 
spent the day in recuperation from the 
fatigue incident to the heavy mental 
and physical strain 
which he under­ 
went during the inaugural ceremonies, 
except for a horseback 
ride through 
the suburbs, during the afternoon. 
He 
was alone and took his mount at the 
outskirts of the city. 
It was expected that the president 
would attend religious services during 
the day and in anticipation of his leav­ 
ing the W hite House thousands of peo­ 
ple gathered in and about the White 
House grounds as early as 9:20 o’clock. 
No restrictions were placed on en­ 
tram e to the grounds and throughout 
the day unnumbered thousands.of peo­ 
ple wandered about 
the historic ex­ 
ecutive mansion. They swarmed about 
the main entrance, peered through the 
closed glass 
doors and 
windows, in 
hundreds of instances 
pressing their 
faces against the glass 
of the doors 
and windows in order that they might 
have a better \iew of the interior. The 
White House, of course, was closed to 
all visitors except tho personal friends 
and relatives of the Roosevelt family. 


Received Informal Calls. 
During the day the president and Mrs. 
Roosevelt received informal calls from 
many of such 
friends, and 
at both 
luncheon and dinner, large companies 
were entertained. 
Tí became evident early in the day 
that if the president should leave the 
White House to attend services at his 
church ho would be surrounded both at 
the church ¡ind in going to and from 
tho 
services 
by an 
almost 
uncon­ 
trollable crowd 
of curiosity seekers 
and 
admirers. 
He 
was 
advised 
strorglv not to leave the W hite House 
under the circumstances and finally 
¡yielded 
to 
the 
admonition 
of 
his 
friends. 
Vice President and Mrs. Fairbanks 
attended s e n ices in the morning at 
their usual place of worship, the Met­ 
ropolitan Methodist Episcopal church 
at the corner 
of C street 
and John 
Marshall place. 
While thousands of visitors to tho 
inaugural ceremonies left the city Sat­ 
urday niirlit and early Sunday, other 
thousands remained to view the his­ 
toric 
sights of 
the national 
capítol 
over Sunday. 
Tt was remarked bv old 
W ashingtonians that this was the first 
inauguration period 
for thirty years 
when the weather had been so uni­ 
formly pleasant for so many succes­ 
sive days and comments upon “Roose­ 
velt’s luck” and “Roosevelt’s destiny” 
became trite in repetition among the 
vast crowds which thronged the cap­ 
ital. 


Instituted 
by 
Commissioner Garfield 
Into Oil Industry. 
W ashington, March 6.—Commission­ 
er Jam es R. Garfield of the bureau of 
corporations has instituted a rigid in­ 
vestigation of the operations of the oil 
Industry 
in Kansas and 
contiguous 
states. 
In response to a resolution of 
the house of representatives introduc­ 
ed by Representative Campbell of Kan­ 
sas the investigation of the oil indus­ 
try will be carried 011 as rapidly as is 
consistent with thoroughness. The re­ 
port. of Commissioner Garfield will bo 
made directly to President Roosevelt. 
W hether it will bo made public will lie 
within the discretion of the chief ex­ 
ecutive. 
In the event of facts develop­ 
ing it may be turned over to the at­ 
torney general for such action as the 
department of justice determines. 
Commissioner Garfield said nothing 
would be left undone by his depart­ 
ment to develop the 
facts regarding 
the oil industry in Kansas as well as 
in other states. 
It 
is not within the 
province of Commissioner Cmr'deld to 
confine the investigation 
to Kansas. 
It will not bo circumscribed by siate 
or geographical lines. 
It is the inten­ 
tion of tin* department to make the in­ 
vestigation as exhaustive as the reso­ 
lution of Representative Campbell di­ 
rects. 
the purpose being 
to develop 
the operations of the oil trust. 
Tho method 
of procedure 
will he 
similar to the inquiry into the opera­ 
tions of the beef trust. 
The oil trust m aintains that it has 
conducted its business not only in ac­ 
cordance with the law but in perfect 
regard to recognized business princi­ 
ples and is perfectly willing to have 
the government make a rigid inquiry 
into its methods of doing business.
